While the 
two were at a window, in the First 
National bank, Haney said, Timber­ 
lake asked sadly:

(Here is an item I picked up con 
cerning an egg laying record. I have j 
idea how it compares with those of 
Pontotoc county, would like to know 
if any one here bas beaten this 
record with Leghorns or any other 
breed. It will be interesting to com­ 
pare results obtained by our home 
people, anyway. Here is the item 
mentioned: . 
Mrs. E. H. Thomas, who Jives two 
miles north of Tulsa, bas submitted 
a laying record for her flock of 103 
W hite Leghorn hens for the 31 days 
of March. The total egg production 
by 103 Leghorns was 1757 eggs. The 
lowest daily production of eggs was 
March 5th, when 19 eggs were laid, 
and the highest yield was March 
25th, when 92 eggs w ere-produced. 
The average production per day was 
56.7 eggs. Mrs. Thomas has kept 
a record of money received from the 
sale of these eggs. 
She sold 36 dozen at 30c, $10.80; 
two settings of 15 eggs each at $1.00 
$2.00; 92 
11-12 
dozen 
at 27c, 
$25.29; 15 dozen for home use at 
27c, $4.06; total, $42.14. 
She fed these hens: IOO lbs. corn 
chops, l$ l,30; IOO lbs. kafir, $1.40; 
-OO lbs. Shorts, $1.50; 250 lbs. meat 
scraps, $7.50; total $11.50. 
Deducting this $11.70, cost of feed 
ing, fom the gross sales leaves a 
net profit of $30.44. It might be of 
interest to state that these hens had 
free range during the month of 
March.

Mrs. Elva It. Duvall, home demon­ 
stration agent of Pontotoc county, 
has been very successful in using the 
following recipe * for making soap. 
She finds that 45 cents will buy 
enough lye, borax, ammonia and ci­ 
tronelle to make six pounds of good 
firm soap. As the citronelle is used 
for perfuming the soap it may be 
omitted. 
Vi can Eagle lye. 
3 lbs. old lard, tallow or butter. 
I tableshoopn ammonia. 
I table spoon borax. 
% ounce citronelle to perfume it. 
Pour the lye into a vessel con­ 
taining 
% quart rain water. Stir 
awhile. It soon dissolves and be­ 
comes smoking hot. Let stand ami 
cool awhile. Melt the grease until' 
lukewarm and strain it through a 
cheese cloth so as to Jpsure clean 
soap. Now add the ammonia, horax 
and citronelle. Pour the lye on the 
fat very slowly, stirring constantly 
until the mixture is as thick as 
honey. Pour into old baking pan 
or a box to mould; in two hours 
cut into bars. W ait about six weeks 
before using. It improves with age. 
This makes a hard soap. Splandid re 
suits will (be had if instructions are 
followed.
